PHILIPPINES 
CHAOTIC, SAYS 
HUGO D. KEIL 


San Francisco, May 80.—"From_ the 
time Governor-General Francis Burton 
Harrison arrived in the Philippines the 
administration has made a failure of 
everything connected with the islands, 
All ia chaos there.” 

Thia ts the opinion of Hugo D. Keil, 
San Francisco merchant and former 
police commissioner, who, accompan- 
led by his wife, arrived In San Francis- 
co on the steamer Mongolia, Kell sald 
that the administration of President 
Wilson's policies in the Islands had 
proved such a failure that the resig¢- 
hation o®Harrison may be officially 
announced at any time. 

“Matters are so unpleasant that Mrs. 
Harrison will not remain in Manila ex- 
cept for short visits,” continued Keil. 
“Bhe spends most of her time in Hong 
Kong or in Japan. It is due to the in- 
fluence of Mrs, Harrison that the Gov- 
ernor is to resign. 

“Business is at a standstill. The fav- 
orlte joke at the theaters 1s that the 
administration has succeeded in doing 
only one thing, viz, eliminating the 
congestion on the ‘Escolta,’ Thia is the 
main street of the city, and until the 
arrival of Harrison and his propaganda 
of Filipino independence, was so con- 
gested with traffic that there was a 
constant jam. 

“This Jam no longer exists. Amer- 
icans and Europeans are leaving right 
along and whenever pessible they are 
taking their Investments with them. 

“It is believed that Vice Governor 
Dennison, who is well Nked by the Am- 
ericans and foreigners, will be chosen 
to succeed Harrison. Dennison is not 
in favor with the ‘independence’ idea 
and in case he takes charge there it is 
expected that he may succeed in sav- 
Ing a few shreds of the administration's 
political reputation.”
